The county board of education met 
yesterday at the office of the county 
superintendent. 
Owing to the busy 
time not all the trustees were present. 
County Superintendent Feltz called the 
meeting to order at 2 p. m. and on mo- 
tion of Trustee Harper, Dr. Swift, of 
Mavsville, was chosen secretury. Blanks 
for the financial reports were then dis- 
tributed and explained, after which the 
board took up the following topics for 
discussion: 


The length of the school year and its 
division into terms. 


The importance of selecting the best 
of teachers for the entire year. 
Teacher's wages. 
The value of a good teachers' library 
and how to secure it. 
The township institute. 
Owing to the great difference iu the 
amount of money drawn by the various 
townshipe, no uniform length of school 
year could bo agreeJ upon, but all 
thought eight months long enough and 
most of the trustees were in favor of 
employing the same teacher for the en- 
tire time, if the teacher proved success- 
ful. Trustee Harper, of Jefferflon town- 
ship, showed that by so doing the aver- 
age attendance in his schools had been 
greatly increased during the past year. 


The board all expressed themselves as 
in favor of rigid examination, and after 
brief diftcussiou of the question of 
wages, a resolution was passed to in- 
crease the wages for the coming year 
and to select the best of teachers for the 
schools. 


Supt. Felts then stated that in ac- 
cordance with a resolution passed at the 
the last meeting of the board an exam- 
ination fee of 
50 cents, 
had 
been 
charged each applicant for a teacher's 
license. He also stated that the expenses 
of the countv institute had been met 
and there yet remains a balance ot 8100, 
which belonged to the teachers' library 
fund. He asked for an expression from 
the board as to how the library should 
be managed, and after a short discus- 
cussion on ttiis and the township insti- 
tute question, the following resolutions 
were offered by Mr. Clapesattle, of Lake 
township: 


Resolved, That we are in hearty sym 
pathy with the county superintendent in 
his efforts to build up a teachers' li- 
brary in the county and will do all in 
our power as a board to assist him. 


Resolved, That each member of tnia 
board appoint one teacher from his 
township to act with the county super- 
intendent as a board of directors for the 
library. 
Tho first meeting to be called 
for the first day of September, 1888, and 
thereafter as the board of directors may 
think beet. 


Resolved, That we are in favor of 
township institutes, but think a few 
good meetings well attended will result 
in greater good than so many as have 
heretofore been called. 


Resolved, That we request the county 
superintendent to publish a school man- 
ual and iu the manual suitable work for 
four township institutes to be held in 
eoch township in the county. 


The resolutions 
were unanimously 
adopted and the board adjourned to meet 
on the first day of September.

The Trades and Labor oouncil met 
last night, with John T. Leach in the 
chair and a fair number of the member- 
ship present for a night following elec- 
tion day. 


The committee on constitution and 
by laws reported that they had the same 
printed and the report was accepted and 
the committee discharged. 


A resolution was passed ordering the 
distribution of ten copies each of the 
constitution and by laws to all organiza- 
tions of labor in and out of the Trades 
and Labor council.

The report was accepted 
and the recording secretary was in- 
structed to notify the few grocers who 
persist in not closing that laboring men 
are requested to look out for the dial. 


Rev. D. C. Woolpert, through 
the 
council, extended an invitation to all or 
ganizations connected with it to attend 
divine eerviocs in a body at his church 
next Sunday morning and listen to a 
religious dlecourse on trades and labor 
organizations. 
The 
council 
decided 
that it had no power to order attendance 
in a body, as the labor organizations are 
composed of people of widely different 
views on theology and the wrath to 
come, and the acceptance of such au in- 
vitation, it was thought, would have a 
tendency to cause a religious clash in 
the labor societies. 
But the invitation 
was accepted as a compliment to united 
workingmen and the opinion freely ex- 
pressed that snch a sermon would draw 
a vast oone.aurse of trades unionists and 
Knights of Labor as individuals. 


Messrs. Bender and Mahoney gave no- 
tice of their intention to run a new 
cigar factory, thereby making it neces- 
sary for them to go on the retired list of 
the Cigarmakers' union and allow two 
active members to take their places in 
the eonncil. 
Their resignations as dele- 
gates were accepted and a resolution 
passed giving them the privilege of the 
floor at the Trades and Labor council at 
future meetings. 


Messrs. Carey, Lanterman and Moore 
were appointed a committee on enter- 
tainment, with instructions to report at 
the next regular meeting. 


Considerable amusement was created 
when a delegate arose and offered a res- 
olution congratulating the chairman on 
being elected water works trustee, but 
the resolution did not meet with a sec- 
ond and the chairman ruled it out of 
order. 


Two delegates from the Typograph- 
ical Union got fnnny during the meeting 
to the evident amnsi ment and aiaid 
roars of laughter by the members of the 
council. 
It was developed from the 
iogomanchy that parsed between them 
that they were rivals in an amusing in- 
cident that happened lately. 


The meeting then adjourned until the 
first Tuesday in June.
